TRACING THE DOG'S DESCENT 


French Professor Says He Comes 
From the Wolf or Jackal Families 
It seems to be generally accepted 

Ly naturalists and the world at large 

that the domestic dog Is in 8ome sense 

a collateral descendant of the wolf or 

jacka’ 

A professor in the Natural History 

Museum iu Paris has communicated 

results of his study of various canine 


‘skulls to the Academy of Science. He 


appears to have noticed certain pecul- 
fariiies of growth which have hitherto 
escaped zoologists lie states that 
the sku'l of almost every species of 
wolf and jacka!' differs from the skull 
of the shepherd dog to an extent that 
makes {* impossible that this 
should belong in the same classifica- 
tion The skull of the Indian wolf on 
the contrary, shows some points of 
resemblance This, indeed, is the 
only *avage canine the top of whose 
head projects like that of our dog. 
There are, moreover, other charac- 
teristics which the Indian wolf has in 
common with the dog, and which the 


ordinary wolf does not share’ with 
them, although his origin and 
that of the dog have long been 


suppo.ed to be a common one. 

‘The conclusion of this sctentist is 
that the Indian Wolf is the progenitor 
dog and the  blood- 
hound, There were two 
races of dogs analogous to these 
whigh were first domesticated in Cen 
tral Asia, whence they passed to Eu- 
rope, and there seems 
doubt that the bloodhound of to-day 
s the direct descendant of the dog 
spoken of by the ancients as “the dog 
of the age of bronze.”—Harper's

At a time when the plague was rife 
in England pomanders and perfumes 
were in great request as safeguards.

Firewalls Bylaw Passed 


At a special meeting held in the 
Town Hall on Thursday evening, 
presided over by Mayor Lambert, 
the Town Council set the seal of its 
approval on the project for the erec- 
tion of two firewalls between the 
properties on the west side of Sec- 
ond Street. The firewalls are built 
for fire protection, and it is calcu- 
lated that they will save their cost 
in three or four years by reducing 
the insurance rates, which at pres- 
ent are abnormally high on that side 
of the street. 

One firewall 120 feet long by 27 
feet high is to be bnilt on Mr Ro- 
land Hill's lot, between the Opera 
House aud W. E. Brown's store. 
The other is to be bullt on Mr L. F. 
Burnham's lot between Thos. E, 
Wright and F. T. McElhoes build- 
ings. 

The agreement between the Town 
Council and Messrs. Burnham and 
Hill gives the Council a lease of the 
land on which to build the firewalls 
ata rental ot one dollar per year, 
and gives the lessors power to use 
the wall as one side of any build- 
ing they may erect in the future. 

Tenders for the work are adver- 
tised for, and have to be in by Wed- 
nesday first, and it is the imtention 
of the Council to have the job ag- 
ished this fall if possible. Borrow- 
ing powers to the extent of $6000 
are being asked for in the bylaw, 
but it is thought the total cost will 
not exceed $5000 

The Council meets again on Tues- 
day evening.

He sug- 
gested that there should be some 
central bureau in town, where 
farmers requiring help should re- 
gister their names and the amount 
of help they required, and men who 
wanted employment could also reg- 
ister. At the present time men 
came into town, and not finding 
work immediately would leave again 
and on the other hand he himself 
came into town several times look- 
ing for help and had been unable to 
secure it. 

A committee was appointed to 
look into the matter and have a 
registry book placed somewhere in 
the town-which would serve the 
purpose required, 

The meeting then adjourned. 


Alfalfa Competition 


SCORING NEXT WEEK 


Farmers in the Irrigation Block 
who have entered for the alfalta 
|competition promoted by the CPR, 
who are offering $750 in prizes for 
this, will know before long how 
their crop compares i the quality 
list.

Some very good stands have been 
obtained. - The acreage needed for 
| the competition is ten acres per far- 
mer. Mr Tom Crawford, whose 
farm is about two anda half miles 
east of Strathmore, brought in with 
him on Monday a specimen of the 
| alfalfa growing on his field, sown on 
25th May. It is already over two 
teet high, and would have been cut 
before if it were not for the competi- 
tion. If the results obtained on his 
|farm can be duplicated all over the 
| block, there will be no fear for the 
success of alfalfa growing in this 
|district, Mr Crawtord has every 
| confidence in alfalfa. He imported 
last week from Saskatchewan a 
| carload consisting of 25 catlle, and 
{alfalfa will probably form a large 
item on their dietary, Mr Craw- 
ford expects to get about a ton to 
the acre from his first cutting.

Coal is by far the most important 
product of the Canadian mines, as the 
value of the yearly output of coals 
and lignites reaches thirty-five per 
cent. of the total value of the coun- 
try’s mineral production.

In British Co'umbia, extensive coal- 
fields are fourd and worked on Van- 
couver Island, also in the interior of 
the province, on the Nicola valley, as 
well as in the Crow's Nest region, 
East Kootenay. All these coals are of 
high grade bituminous quality. Un- 
worked deposits of high quality are 
known fn the Queen Charlotte Islands; 
in the Skeena region; and in the 
Similkameen district. These constl- 
tute valuable reserves. 

In Alberta there are also vast de- 
posits of fossil fuels of all quantities, 
from anthracite—which is extensively 
worked near Banff—to lignites. High 
grade bituminous coals occur along 
the lines of the Crow’s Nest Railway; 
along the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Good lignites are of 
very widespread occurrence. and 
there are very extensive areas of yet 
untouched coalfields all along the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains.

they do not buy Alberta potatoes 
because they are not as good as the 
British Columbia potatoes. Under 
the circumstances, is it strange that 
we would like to know what be- 
comes of the great quantity of Al- 
berta potatoes that are sold in this 
city to the dealers? 

‘As a matter of fact, the farmers 
in our vicinity are raising potatoes 
equal to any grown in British Co- 
lumbia. They are old potato 
growers from England and Scotland 
and have been cultivating the land 
there for three years now.” 

Mr Pamment displayed samples 
of potatoes gruwn in the vicinity of 
Nightingale, which apparently left 
nothing to be desired in shape, size, 
texture of skin, andcolor. He said 
that after visiting many of the res- 
taurants and hotels in the city he 
had induced most of them to buy a 
sample shipment of the Alberta po- 
tatoes, and was sure that they 
would find they were just as good, 
in fact, were the very same potatoes 
tht the consumers have been buy- 
ing as British Columbia Potatoes. 

Mr Pamment said he sold these 
potatoes to the buyers in large quan- 
tities at 85c a bushel, while the po- 
tatoes which will be sold at the pub- 
lic market by the association will be 
sold at $1 a bushel, 40 cents under 
the price which he says many of the 
retailers have heretofore been ask- 
ing. 

Since the above was written Mr 
Pamment states that he has been 
simply overwhelmed with orders for 
potatoes, and that the Association 
have made arrangements to open a 
stall in Calgary Municipal Market 

to-day.

FOR THE FARMERS 


The C. P. R. Agricultural Co'lege 
Train, and tke Work it 


Accomplished 
On Saturday evening, J:ne 29, the 
Ag icu'tural Coilege Special, run by 
the Canadian Pacific Raliway. com- 
Nieted its very successful tour of the 


Frovince of Manitoba The train 
was on the road for 22 days, and in 
that time Covered all Mauitoba trib 
utury to the Cancdian Pacific Railway. 
87 different poluts were visiled, 1205 
addresses given to 22900 people, 
which included 9851 men, 7426 wo- 
men and 5623 of the senior classes of 
the schools. The following is a 
brief outline of the work done ou the 
train: 

When the train arrived at each 
stopping place, the car containing the 
stork. which cousisted of three pure 
bred Holstein cows, one pure bred 
Hereford fat steer, and four types of 
the best quality of work horses and 
brood mares, was placed at the un- 
loading platform. The first talk on 
stock, ‘n which particularly great in- 
terest was taken by the farme was 


given by PYofessor Peters and Mr. 
Jones, his assistant. The subjects 
dealt with in horses were the best 


types to raise in order to secure the 
highest price. Particular emphas- 
is was laid on raising large heavy 
horses for the City market, it being 
siown that if a farmer went in for 
raising this clesg of stock, there 
would be enongh smaller horses come 
even after making his best efforts, to 
supply horses not too heavy, for the 
tarm, and the others would bring top 
prices in the City market. The 
trouble which was experienced’ last 
year in disease in foals was gone in- 
to thoroughly by Professor Peters> 
aud the best means of stamping out 
this disease was explained. For- 
tunately this year the death rate of 
colts when very young has fallen off, 
but is still precalent, and the farm- 
ers were eager to find out the best 
methods of handling the young colts, 

The next stock talk on the pro- 
gram was mileh cows The thor- 
oughhred Holstein cows were recom 
mended as a particularly good type 
for raising on Manitoba farms for 
dairy'ag purposes, and the Ayrshire 
was itlseo recommended, The gen- 
eral use cf the Jersey was discour 
aged owing to its Inability to stand 
the rough conditions in the winter 
on a Manitoba farm on account of 
her weak constitution. Two of the 
Holsteir cows were shown as being 
examples of almost perfect animals 
for miik production, the third one as 
heing as well bred as the other two 
(all three hein the result of a more 
than a coentury’s breedisg for milk 
production) but what would be call- 


ed a “weed” in a herd, that is, she 
turnea her food into beef instead of 
milk, end would not produce in a 
year mere than 2,000 Its of milk 
while a cow after pay!ig for her 
keep and work in conection with 
taking care of the milk, must at 


least produce 6,000 Ibs per year. The 
point made in this conyection was 
that th. selection of breed alone was 
not enough but also each individual 
cow hul to be selected. The good 
milking Holstein in order to furnish 
a good profit, should at least give 
eight or nine thousand pounds. One 
ocw, a prize cow at Dominion City 
last year, produced 18,000 Ibs of 
val'k, netting to the owner a clear 
profit of $305.00 In beef cattle, 
the Hereford steer was shown as dl- 
rectly @pposite to the Holstein cows 
that iv, all the food the Holstein could 
nse war tarned into beef production, 
The raising of what is known as the 
duel purpose animal was discouraged, 
it being considered better to go in for 
milk or beef or beth, but not to milk 
cows Intended onl; for the raising of 
beef siock ° 

A saort talk was also given on hog 
production, and the raising of sheep. 

After the stock-judging, Principal 
Hales ef the Brandon Normal School, 
gave the men a short talk on gericul- 
tural «education {n the Publie schools, 
and advocsted strongly more thor- 
oagh training of our teachers in agri- 
culture, and they in their turn tak- 
fag up more of the time in teaching 
that subject in the rural districts and 
iso in small plots for agricultural 


purposes being attached to each 
school, The question of consolidat- 
ed schools was also gone into by 
Mr. Hales and strongly recommend- 


ed for snoest disiricts, 

Protegsor Le> also gave an inter- 
esting lecture on the . identification 
and eradication of weeds. Farm- 
ers, Who were at the meetings last 
year came in bringing with them 
weed. which they had found in thei! 
fields and which they were unable to 
identify, asked their names and the 
best way of destroying them. Mr. 

¢ Lee dealt particularly with the des 
truction of the Sow Thistle, the Can, 
ade Tu'sth: Mustard, Wild Oats and 
French Weed. The farmers in the 
Eastern and Southern portions of the 
Previncé were apparently anxious to

It 
is aiso the only weed which will at- 
tack the prairie. 

Mr. Harrison gave a talk on fodder | 
ercps, particularly on the planting 
and raising of corn and also showed 
how a crop of corn could be raised 
and do as much good as summer-fal- 
lowing, thus giving the farmer a val-| 
uable crop where otherwise his land 
would be tying idle. Mr. Harrison 
also spoke on the raising of tim- 
othy, clover and alfalfa, warning the 
farmers to be particularly careful to 
see ‘that their iand was very thor- 
oughly cultivatea and inoculated be- 
fore sowing alfalfa seed. 


Principal Black closed the meeting 
for the men by giving a strong prac 
tical talk on the general successful 
working of a Manitoba farm and on 
the Agricultural College work, and on 
the uecessity fot every young man 
and woman, who Intended to follow 
farming as a vecation, taking a 
course in thy Agvicultural College; 
that agriculture had to be handled 
in a sclentific way the same, if not 
more so, than any other buginess. 

The women's part of the program 
wa; first taken by Mrs. Salisbury, 
who gave a very useful and Iinstrue- 
tive talk on home nursing, sanitary 
conditions in the home, ventilation, | 
ete. 

Professor Broderick then spoke to 
the women on horticulture and the 
beautifying of the farm home, the! 
best way of raising house and garden 
plants, ornamenta! shrubbery, plant- 
ing ot trees, laying out of lawns, etc. | 

Professor Herner gave a very in- 
teresting talk on pvultry-raising and 
ege production, showing the best 
way to raise poultry for the market, | 
an’ aiso the correct way for handling , 
them in order to produce the great- 
est number and best quality of eggs, , 
and  velling the farmers’ wives how 
to take care of their eggs before 
marketing them, in such a way that 
the number of spolled eggs would be 
greatly decreased. He also men- 
tioned the best types of hens for egg 
production, the Barred Plymouth 
Rock bein@ the favorite, although the 
raising of mos* other breeds was not 
discouraged. ihe poultry on the 
farm was shown to be one branch of 
farm work whiet could be made the 
mcst profitable as a side line with 
the least outlay, } 

Professors Mitchell and Crowe took 
upethe work of dairying. Very 
great interest wos manifested in this] 
work by all the women and a great 
many of the men. There has been 
so much loss to the farmers in the 
West owing to not knowing how to 
make the best grade of butter, and 
having ‘heir butter uniform. The 
care of the milk and cream was gone 
into thoroughly: the best utensils for 
handling milk and cream and the 
making of butter were shown 

The senior classes of the schools 
at almost every point came over to, 
the train in a body and were = ad- 
dressed by either Principal Hales, 
Professor Lee or J. J. Golden on the 
birds in Manitoba; of the great good 
birds did in killing insects which | 
were harmful to all vegetation, the 
heed of gettin™ sufficient trees around 
the farm so that the birds would stay 
in the districts. It was felt that 
if the children were edycated along 
these lines, the great destruction of 
birds which now takes place would 
be stoppet Many birds which the 
average child thinks to be harmful 
such as hawks, were shown to be 
really useful on the farm. The chil 
dren then had a talk on the identi- 
ficaticn of weeds and were told in a 
simple way the best methods of get- 
ting vie of them. 

All the meetings were opened with 
4 shor} address explaining to the 
farmers why the Canadian Pacific 
Ruilway Co, and the Agricultural 
College staff thought it necessary to 
rain the train, the interest the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway took in the 
farmers who were living along their 
line and the desire for better farming, 
and for having prosperous farmers 
living along the Company's lines 
The farmers were also invited when 
they came to Winnipeg to call an the 
officisls of the Company, who were 
always glad to have them come In 
and discuss matters of mutual inter 
est, Brief remarks were made on 
the better care of machinery*on the 
average Manitoba farm, and oa good 
roads showing how the farmer could 
save considerable in his transporta- 
tion charges by hauling his grain to 
market over a good road; the" differ- 
ence ip hauling on #® good road and 
e pocr road on 1,000 bushels for a 
distance of 6 mites being over $40.00, 
Emphasis was also laid upon the ne- 
cessity of higher education for the 
young mer and young women on the 
farm; tha* every farmer should if he 
could at all afford it, send his sons 
und daughters to the Agricultural 
College to take a course. This would 
prevert so many young men and 
young women leaving the farms and 
dritting into the cities where they 
came with no special training and 
usually were only able to secure un- 
remunerative employment, whereas 
if they were sent to the Agricultural 
ColNere they would) not leave” the 
farm, but on the contrary would 
rather renain on them and would 
make better farmers and better cit- 
izens, 

Altogether. the «meetings were a 
great success, In many places the 
train was met by brass bands; at 
other places the farmers presented 
Princip.’ Black with an address of 
welcome, in which they spoke of the 
good dene by the train last year, and 
the hupe wa generally expressed 
that the train would be made an an- 


nual sffair Many kind remarks 
were heard on all sides as to the 
generosity of the Canadian Pacific 


Riuilway Company in furnishing the 
train to the people free of charge 
The snnouncement made in regard

A Stinging Tree 

One of the most wonderful of the 
many strange forms of plant life ts 
be found on the Queensland coast . 
is the giant nettle, or stinging-tree, 
called “Gymple’ by the natives, from 
which the world-famed Gympte gold- 
fi id took its name. 

This nettle grows into a large, 
handsome tree, with big, broad leaves 
as large as a smal! dish, each one cov- 
ered with « fine, highly-irritating pow- 
ler, in addition to the usual stinging 
hatre common () the nettle family. 

This fine powder, if applied to the 
skin of a horse, will drive the unfor- 
tunate animal raving mad, and anyone 
moving about among the trees is at 
tacked with violent sneezing, and all 
the symptoms of heavy catarrh; 
while. if unfortunate enough to come 
into contact witi, the leaf or stem, one 
expericsnces the sensation of grasping 
red-hot fron, 

Almost immediately after being 
stung the glands under the armpits 
swell, and become acutely painful, 

The only known antidote to this 
poison is the sap of the nettle Itself, 
which is obtained by carefully remoy- 
ing the hairy bark with its poison-

In 1806, these figures 
had grown to 356,000, and $184,000,000. 
or an increase of 15 per éent. in the 
number of employes, but an inerease 
of 60 per cent. in the pay roll. His 
estimate for 1911 was 45000 emplayes 
and $226,000,000 wages. Assuming 
that one worker/supported three more, 
$00,000 were supported by indus 
tries. Statistics show that each per 
son consumed on an sverage $6.00 
worth of wheat and $10.00 worth of 
dairy products. Therefore manufac 
turing in Canada provided, a home 
market for $6,000,000 worth{/of wheat 
Qnd $20,000,000 of dairy products.
